Foreword 


The  ideal  city-state  of  Socrates  embodied  four  cardinal  virtues: 
wisdom,  courage,  temperance,  and  justice.  The  conception  of 
such  a  city-state,  preserved  in  Tht-  Rc-public  of  Plato,  has  come 
down  to  us  through  the  ages,  often  lost  from  sight  temporarily, 
but  e\"er  sur\i\  ing. 

Our  purpose  in  building  this  1932  Cupola  was  not  to  create 
an  artificial  structure  into  which  to  fit  the  various  aspects  of  the 
life  of  our  college  community,  but  to  show  what  we  believe  to  be 
the  essential  character  of  that  life.  Probably  the  most  perfect 
form  of  the  type  of  community  which  wc  have  inherited  and  will 
hand  down  to  others  was  the  city-state  as  it  e.xisted  in  the  mind 
of  the  (jreek  philosopher.  \\  c  hope  that  in  presenting  ourseh  es 
as  (jrcck  citizens,  wc  may  be  impressed  with  the  realization 
that  the  success  of  the  city-state  in  any  age  and  culture  depends 
on  its  citizens.  For  it  is  the  citizens  who  bear  the  torch  of  the 
eternal  values:    wisdom,  courage,  temperance,  and  justice.

First  among  the  virtues  found  in  the  State,  wisdom  comes  into 
view,  and  in  this  I  detect  a  certain  peculiarity. 

What  is  that? 

The  State  which  we  have  been  describing  is  said  to  be  wise  as 
being  good  in  counsel? 

Very  true. 

And  good  counsel  is  clearly  a  kind  of  knowledge,  for  not  by 
ignorance,  but  by  knowledge,  do  men  counsel  well? 

Clearly. 

And  the  kinds  of  knowledge  in  a  State  are  many  and  diverse? 
Of  course. 

There  is  the  knowledge  of  the  carpenter;  but  is  that  the  sort  of 
knowledge  which  gives  a  city  the  title  of  wise  and  good  counsel? 

Certainly  not;  that  would  only  give  a  city  the  reputation  of 
skill  in  carpentering. 

Then  a  city  is  not  to  be  called  wise  because  possessing  a  knowledge 
which  counsels  for  the  best  about  wooden  implements? 

Certainly  not. 

Nor  by  reason  of  a  knowledge  which  advises  about  brazen  pots, 
he  said,  nor  as  possessing  any  other  similar  knowledge? 

Not  by  reason  of  any  of  them,  he  said. 

Nor  yet  by  reason  of  a  knowledge  which  cultivates  the  earth; 
that  would  give  the  city  the  name  of  agricultural?

But  in  reality  justice  such  as  we  were  describing  being  concerned, 
not  with  the  outward  man,  but  with  the  inward,  which  is  the  true 
self  and  concernment  of  man:  for  the  just  man  does  not  permit  the 
several  elements  within  him  to  interfere  with  one  another,  or  any  of 
them  to  do  the  work  of  others, — he  sets  in  order  his  own  inner  life, 
and  is  his  own  master  and  his  own  law,  and  at  peace  with  himself; 
and  when  he  has  bound  together  the  three  principles  within  him, 
which  may  be  compared  to  the  higher,  lower,  and  middle  notes  of  the 
scale,  and  the  intermediate  intervals — when  he  has  bound  all  these 
together,  and  is  no  longer  many,  but  has  become  one  entirely  tem- 
perate and  perfectly  adjusted  nature,  then  he  proceeds  to  act,  if  he 
has  to  act,  whether  in  a  matter  of  property,  or  in  the  treatment  of 
the  body,  or  in  some  affair  of  politics  or  private  business;  always 
thinking  and  calling  that  which  preserves  and  co-operates  with  this 
harmonious  condition,  just  and  good  action,  and  the  knowledge 
which  presides  over  it,  wisdom,  and  that  which  at  any  time  impairs 
this  condition,  he  will  call  unjust  action,  and  the  opinion  which 
presides  over  it  ignorance.

The  means  by  which  we  try  to  attain  justice  in  our  city-state  is 
simple,  and  may  be  changed  readily  to  meet  new  conditions. 

Our  College  Government  Board  is  legislative:  it  makes,  revises,  or 
abandons  rules,  according  to  the  need  of  the  college. 

Board  is  also  executive:  it  co-operates  with  the  faculty  in  carrying 
out  the  recommendations  of  that  body,  and  sees  that  all  rulings  are 
put  into  effect. 

The  judicial  function  of  the  College  Government  Association  is 
fulfilled  through  a  committee  which  has  as  its  chairman  the  Vice-President 
of  the  organization.  In  this  way  individual  cases  may  be  thoroughly 
examined  and  the  decisions  rendered  may  be  truly  just.
